The crowd began forming short­ 
ly after the Nazi emblem was un­ 


furled when the consulate open­ 
ed. 
As the m orning advanced 
the crowd grew larger until there 
was an estim ated 2.000 gazing at 
that four by eight-foot flag. 
Police werb kept busy explain­ 
ing that international law em pow­ 
ered the consulate to fly the G er­ 
man flag w ithout also displaying 
an American emblem, as men and 
women protested the display. 
Captain W iedemann explained 
that he was under orders to fly 
his flag on January 18. anniver­ 
sary of the founding of the Reich 
in 1871, and declared it would he 
taken down at 1 o’clock S atur­ 


day. closing tim e for the con­ 
sulate. 
As the crowd grew in size, a 
small American flag mas hung 
from the window of a vacant of­ 
fice directly above the big swas­ 
tika emblem. 
A nearby depart­ 
ment store hastily flung out a 
huge American ensign, easily 20 
feet long and ten feet wide. 
Several young men. who had 
heatedly protested the presence 
of the Nazi flag to police, finally 
went into action, ascending the 
fire escape to the ninth floor. 
Outside the windows of the con­ 
sulate they shouted 
a 
demand 


that the flag be hauled in, 
**Go on down, you must be 
drunk," Dr. Otto Denzer, vice- 
consul 
yelled. 
"If 
you 
don’t 
match out you will kill your­ 
selves.” 
The group entered a tenth story 
window and reached the empty 
office above the flagpole. 
While 
the crowd, which by now filled 
O’Fa reel street and overflowed 
into M arket street, alternately 
cheered and held its breath. S tur­ 
tevant slowly let himself down to 
the flagpole. 
With a penknife he began slash­ 
ing at the halyard. 
When the 


rope1 was cut he attem pted to' pull 
in the flag, but Dr. Denzer and 
others in the consulate grabbed 
the bottom hem.

Sturtevant leaned down and with 
the penknife slashed the flag in 
several places. 
Finally, Sturtevant's compan­ 
ions w*ere able to grab a com er 
of the flag and a brief tug-of-war 
between stones ensued.

week, an average of 20 express 
cars per night left the Valley, in 
addition to the special express 
cars attached to regular passen­ 
ger trains to accommodate fruit 
reaching depots too late for the 
express 
company's 
"Grapefruit 
Spec , a Is.” 
Billingsley pointed out that all 
kinds of shipping records went 
by the boards on peak nights of 
the gift fruit movement. 
On one 
night, 300 shipments went to Can­ 
ada. 
On another night, express 
gift shipments were 101 per cent 
higher than on the same night a 
year previously 
When Billingsley started work 
on his McAllen assignment 11 
years ago, he had a single extra 
helper during the Christmas sea­ 
son. This year, he hired 54 extra 
men to handle the gift boxes. 
As the holiday shipping season 
drew near its close, high winds 
apparently resulting from a Gulf 
disturbance whipped Valley or­ 
chards for nearly 48 hours. 
Sev­ 
eral hundred thousand boxes of 
grapefruit 
and 
oranges 
were 
blow n from the trees. 
This windfall of fruit caused 
a major rush at Valley citrus can­ 
ning plants, one of which was the 
huge 
juice 
and 
dehydration 
plants of the Rio Grande Valley 
Citrus Exchange. largest Valley 
citrus co-operative marketing or­ 
ganization. at Weslaco. 
R. B. McLeaish, exchange gen­ 
eral manager, reported that the 
exchange juice plant set a new 
all-time operating record on Wed­ 
nesday. January 1. when it turned 
out the eouivalent of 18.200 rases 
of juice, each containing 24 No. 2 
cans. 
The plant handled an average 
of over 100 truckloads of Citrus, 
or about 600 tons, per day for a 
six-day period, and on the peak 
day. handled over 1.000 tons of 
fruit. 
About 63.000 gallons of 
juice m as put into the 18 200-case 
production of January 1. This fig­ 
ure represents the biggest single 
24-hour production run the plant 
has ever recorded. 
It should be pointed out that a 
score of other juice plants in all 
parts of the Valley are also In 
operation and that the daily pro­ 
duction of canned juice is not con­ 
fined to the Weslaco exchange 
plant.

Physicist Is Weather 
Forecast Expert 


pASADENA.TaTf-^A for. 
mer German physicist is work­ 
ing at the California Institute of 
Technology to make the United 
States weather forecasting excel 
that available to Adolf Hitler s air 
and ground forces. 
He has just discovered that 
water vapor transmits heat into 
spaces through invisible infra­ 
red rays at a rate of 3 to 5 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit a day. 
Becomes |J. S. Citizen 
The physicist Dr. Walter M. 
Elsasser, left Germany eight years 
ago because, he said, conditions 
there were growing less and less 
favorable for him. 
He has be­ 
come a naturalized United States 
citizen. 
“Germany got ahead of the 
United States in weather fore­ 
casting.” he said Saturday, “and 
Great Britain probably also is 
ahead of us. 
But research is 
under way and w e soon will catch 
up ” 
Dr. Elsasser's finding, made with 
a heat radiation telescope w hich 
he built he described as “of 
great significance for long range 
forecasting.” 
He and Dr. Irving 
Knck are co-operating with the 
United States Weather Bureau 
in meteorological research. 
“Dr. Franz Paur, who gives Hit­ 
ler his accurate weather fore­ 
casts.” said 
Dr. Elsasser. “de­ 
scribes radiation as a controlling 
influence in changing the gen­ 
eral weather situation. 
That is 
what we are studying here. 
How Weather Changes 
“The sun radiates heat to the 
ground, w hich absorbs it and re­ 
leases it 
into the atmosphere. 
The atmosphere is cooled by infra­ 
red radiation into space. 
“This action is somewhat like 
heating a pot of water. 
Heat 
is carried from water into the air. 
The boiling water is in a turmoil. 
Similarly the atmosphere is in a 
turmoil and we have changing 
weather."

kinds of shipping records went 
by the boards on peak nights of 
the gift fruit movement.

On another night, express 


gift shipments were 101 per cent 
higher than on the same night a 
year previously. 


When Billingsley started work 


on his McAllen assignment 21 
years ago, he had a single extra 
helper during the Christmas sea- 
son. This year, he hired 54 extra 
men to handle the gift boxes. 


As the holiday shipping season 


drew near its close, high winds 
apparently resulting from a Gulf 
disturbance whipped Valley or- 
chards for nearly 48 hours. Sev- 
eral hundred thousand boxes of 
grape/rait 
and 
oranges 
were 


blown from the trees. 


This windfall of fruit caused 


a major rush at Valley citrus can- 
ning plants, one of which was the 
huge 
juice 
and 
dehydration 


plants of the Rio Grande Valley 
Citrus Exchange, largest Valley 
citrus co-operative marketing or- 
ganization, at Weslaco. 


R. B. McLeaish, exchange gen- 


eral manager, reported that the 
exchange juice plant sot a new 
all-time operating record on Wed- 
nesday. January 1. when it turned 
out the equivalent of 18,200 cases 
of juice, each containing 24 No. 2 
cans. 


The plant handled an average 


of over 100 truckloads of Citrus, 
or about 600 tons, per day for a 
six-day period, and on the peak 
day, handled over 1,000 tons of 
fruit. 
About 63,000 gallons of 


juice was put into the 18,200-case 
production of January 1. This fig- 
ure represents the biggest single 
24-hour production run the plant 
has ever recorded. 


It should be pointed out that B 


score of other juice plants in all 
parts of the Valley are also in 
operation and that the daily pro- 
duction of canned juice is not con- 
fined to the Weslaco exchange' 
plant.

grees Fahrenheit a day. 


Becomes V. S. Citizen 


The physicist, Dr. Walter M. 


Elsasser, left Germany eight years 
ago because, he said, conditions 
there were growing less and less 
favorable for him. 
He has be- 


come a naturalized United States 
citizen. 


"Germany got ahead . of the 


United States in weather 
fore- 


casting," he said Saturday, "and 
Great Britain probably 
also is 


ahead of us. 
But research is 


under way and we soon will catch 
up." 


Dr. Elsasser's finding, made with 


a heat radiation telescope which 
he built, he described as "of 
great significance for long range 
forecasting." 
He and Dr. Irving 


Krick are co-operating with the 
United States Weather Bureau 
in meteorological research.' 


"Dr. Franz Paur, who gives Hit- 


ler his accurate weather fore- 
casts," said Dr. Elsasser, "de- 
scribes radiation as a controlling 
influence in changipg the gen- 
eral weather situation.

How Weather Changes 


"The sun radiates heat'to the 


ground, which absorbs it and re- 
leases it 
into the 
- atmosphere. 


The atmosphere is cooled by infra- 
red radiation into space. 


"This action is somewhat like 


heating a pot of water. 
Heat 


is carried from water into the air. 
The boiling water is in a turmoil. 
Similarly the atmosphere is in a 
turmoil and we have changing 
weather."

mule was delivered safely.

Simpson adds, the future for the 
mule looks dark, The U. S. Army is 
taking • few animals, but use of 
farm tractors has cut down the nor- 
mal demand for mules to a severe 
degree.

umes. Including a grammar set of 
five books, each valued at ?50. 


Cannot Be Replaced 


The New York point books, Mr. 


Stilwell said, probably would be 
irreplaceable—even if the money 
were available. 


And the others? Well, they will 


be replaced . . . book by book, 
but an instructor's salary is limit- 
ed, even if a blind instructor's 
courage and patience aren't.

Britain is negotiating now with 


Danish interests in the United States 
in an attempt to get control of 38 
Danish ships totaling 150,000 tons in 
United States ports. 


Danish shipping already in Brit- 


ish hands totals 344.000 tons, 


Salter said Britain already had

Thousands Watch And Cheer In San Francisco As Sailor Rips Nazi Flag From Consulate Pole On Ninth Floor 


Two Sailors Later Arrested For Act Which Climaxed Day Of Unrest While Nazi Flag Flew In San Francisco Celebrating Reich Birth

SAN 
FRANCISCO—(IP)—While 


thousands of spectators stood in 
the street and cheered, an Amer- 
ican sailor Saturday 
ripped a 


huge swastika flag from its staff 
at the ninth-story offices her* of 
the German consulate. 


The action, which Consul Gen- 


eral Fritz Wicdemann immediate- 
ly reported to th« German em- 
bassy in "Washington, climaxed a

uated. 


The Bailor, Identified by Police 


Captain Joseph Walsh as Harold 
James Sturtevant, 22, recently i 
fireman on the destroyer Craven, 
and his companion, E. G, Lackey, 
23, of Charlotte, N, C., seaman, 
first class, formerly on the de- 
stroyer Perkins, were charged 
with malicious mischief and held 
for th» U. S. Navy. 


Four other young men who par- 


ticipated were released. 
Sturte- 


vant and Lackey were on shore 
leave, awaiting mustering out of 
service. 
They were in civilian 


clothes. 


The crowd began forming short- 


ly after the Nazi emblem was un- 


furled when the consulate open- 
ed. 
As the morning advanced 


the crowd grew larger until there 
was an estimated 2,000 gazing at 
that four by eight-foot flag, 


Police were kept busy explain- 


ing that international law empow- 
ered the consulate to fly the Ger- 
man flag without also displaying 
an American emblem, as men and 
women protested the display. 
Captain Wiedemann explained 


that he was under orders to fly 
hi» flag on January 18, anniver- 
sary of the founding of the Reich 
in 1871, and declared it would be 
taken down at 1 o'clock Satur- 


day, closing time for th* con- 
sulate. 


As the crowd grew in size, a 


small American ,flag was hung 
from the window of a vacant of- 
fice directly above the big swas- 
tika emblem. 
A nearby depart- 


ment store hastily flung out a 
huge American ensign, easily 20 
feet long and ten feet wide. 


Several young men, who had 


heatedly protested the presence 
of the Nazi flag to police, finally 
went into action, ascending the 
lire escape to the ninth floor. 
Outside the windows of the con- 
sulate they shouted 
a demand 


that the flag be hauled in. 


"Go on down, you must b« 


drunk," Dr. Otto Denzer, vice- 
consul 
yelled.

selves." 


The group entered » tenth story 


window and reached the empty 
office above the flagpole. While 
the crowd, which by now filled 
O'Farrel street and overflowed 
into Market street, 
alternately 


cheered and held its breath, Stur- 
tevant slowly let himself down to 
the flagpole. 


With a penknife he began slash- 


ing at the halyard. 
When the 


rope was cut he attempted to pull 
in the flag, but Dr. Denzer and 
others in the consulate grabbed 
the bottom hem.

Sturtevant leaned down and with 
the penknife slashed the flag in 
several places. 


Finally, Sturtevant's compan- 


ions were able to grab a corner 
of the flag and a brief tug-of-war 
between stories ensued.

Ethiopians Trained 


By Experts 


KHARTOUM, Anglo-Egyptian Su- 


dan— (jP)—A British military mis- 
sion has been working in the heart 
of Ethiopia since last July training 
and arming thousands of tribesmen 
for a fight against the Italians, it 
was disclosed, officially Saturday 
night. 


This disclosure came less than a 


week after it became known that 
little Haile Selassie, dethroned by 
the Italian conquerors of Ethiopia 
five years ago, was receiving a con- 
stant-stream of tribal revolutionary 
agents in Khartoum, only 300 miles 
from Ethiopia. 


There have been estimates that 


200,000 Ethiopians were active in 
guerrilla fighting in the interior. 


The mission, picked from men 


who knew the Ethiopian country 
and dialects, was made up of a 
handful of British staff officers and 
instructors.

drew near its close, high winds 
apparently resulting from a Gulf 
disturbance whipped Valley or- 
chards for nearly 48 hours.

R. B. McLeaish, exchange gen- 


eral manager, reported that the 
exchange juice plant set a new 
all-time operating record on Wed- 
nesday. January 1. when it turned 
out the equivalent of 18,200 cases 
of juice, each containing 24 No. 2 
cans. 


The plant handled an- average 


of over 100 truckloads of Citrus, 
or about 600 tons, per day for a 
six-day period, and on the peak 
day. handled over 1,000 tons of 
fruit. 
About 63.000 gallons of 


juice was put into the 18.200-case 
production of January 1, This fig- 
ure represents the biggest single 
24-hour production" run the plant 
has ever recorded. 


It should be pointed out that s 


score of other juice plants in all 
parts of the Valley are iilso in 
operation and that the daily pro- 
duction of canned juice is not con- 
fined to the Weslaco exchange 
plant.

Physicist Is Weather 


Forecast Expert 


PASADENA, Calif—W>>—A for- 


mer German physicist is work- 


ing at the California Institute of 
Technology to make the United 
States weather forecasting excel 
that available to Adolf Hitler's air 
and ground forces. 
He has just discovered 
that 


water vapor transmits heat into 
spaces through invisible infra- 
red rays at a rate of 3 to 5 de- 
grees Fahrenheit a day. 


Becomes U. S. Citizen 


The physicist, Dr. Walter M. 


Elsasser. left Germany eight years 
ago because, he said, conditions 
there were growing less and less 
favorable for him. He has be- 
come a naturalized United States 
citizen. 
"Germany 
got ahead of the 


United • States in weather fore- 
casting," he said Saturday, "and 
Great Britain probably also is 
ahead of us. 
But research 
is 


under way and we soon will catch 
up." 
Dr. Elsasser's finding, made with 


a heat radiation telescope which 
he built, he described 
as "of 


great significance for long range 
forecasting." 
He and Dr. Irving 


Krick are co-operating with the 
United States Weather Bureau 
in meteorological research. 


"Dr. Franz Paur, who gives Hit- 


ler his accurate weather fore- 
casts." said Dr. Elsasser. "de- 
scribes radiation as a controlling 
influence in changing the gen- 
eral weather situation.

what we are studying here, 


How Weather Changes 


"The sun radiates heat to the 


ground, which absorbs it and re- 
leases it into the 
atmosphere. 


The atmosphere is cooled by infra- 
red radiation into space. 


"This action is somewhat like 


heating a pot of water. 
Heat 


is carried from water into the air. 
The boiling water is in a turmoil. 
Similarly the atmosphere is in a 
turmoil and we have changing 
weather,"

Appropriations 


AUSTIN—WP)—A majority of the 


state board of control recommended 
Saturday that the legislature ap- 
prove an increase of more than 100 
per cent in appropriations for social 
security, colleges, eleemosynary in- 
stitutions, state departments and 
the judiciary. 
It made public a budget propos- 


ing expenditures' of $165,242,870 in

winged doves to be found in Texas 
\t the request of the sportsmen, 
they made various suggestions for 
preventing extinction of the species. 


Both experts asserted that the 


whitewinged dove was not faced 
with 
immediate 
extinction, 
but 


poined out that the serious decune 
in their number should call for se- 
rious study and without delay. Par- 
ticularly, ihey pointed out that the 
decline'in the whitewing population 
resulted chiefly from two facts: first 
the large number of birds killed 
by hunters and not recovered, there- 
fore an utter waste and » definite 
danger to the species but one which 
could be remedied only by educa- 
tion of hunters not to shoot the 
wily game birds in spots where 
their recovery was doubtful; ana 
second, the clearing of most of the 
large tracts of lands along the Rio 
Grande River and along the numer- 
ous resacas where the birds nor- 
mally nested and propagated.'

would provide nesting places by 
creating a huge 
game preserve 


stretching along the Rio Grande 
from Laredo to Brownsville and 
lying south of U. S. Highway 83 
was voted down.
